i. OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The undersigned, Superintending School Committee for the town 
of Brentwood, would present the following report on the condition 
of the Schools for the year past. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


The School in District No. 1, was, during the Spring and Fall 
terms, under the charge of Miss Sarah EK. French of Fremont, who 
was its teacher for its five previous terms. We could, in these two 
terms, see the wisdom of retaining a good teacher in the same school, 
where it is practicable, from year to year. The order in school was 
all that could be desired, the instruction faithful and thorough, and 
the progress manifested highly satisfactory. 

The Winter term was commenced with Mr. A. J. Robinson of Fre- 
mont, as its teacher. He evidently labored to fulfill his duty to the 
school; the order which was at first quite too lax, was afterwards 
improved. But as he had had no previous experience in teaching, 
and had the misfortune to come after a very popular teacher, he fail- 
ed to secure the confidence of the scholars, and he therefore relin- 
quished the school at the end of five weeks. Miss Emma A. Jud- 
kins of Kingston, was soon employed to complete the Winter term, 
which is expected to extend into the first week of March. Miss Jud- 
kins is a teacher of experience, and one manifestly able and faithful, 
and the school is going on very satisfactorily. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


The School was carried through the Summer and Fall terms under 
the instruction of Miss Susie L. Currier of South Hampton, who en- 
joyed the benefit of a large experience as a teacher, and whose man- 
ner of teaching was able and faithful. The order in school was good, 
and the progress commendable. It is to be regretted that, through 
want of means, this school has been deprived of its winter term.

DISTRICT NO. 3. 


The School term of last Wirter extended one or two weeks inte 
the present school year; the teacher being Miss Alice S. Nichols. 
She was an able teacher, and the school appeared well at the closing 
examination. ; 

During the Spring and Fall terms, the school was placed under the 

care of Miss Abbie 1. Jackson of this town. This was her first ex- 
perience in school teaching, but the committee thinks it but justice 
-to say that the school was.a. success. The order was good, the in- 
struction thorough, and the progress all that could be expected in_ 
such very brief terms. This school ought to have the means for 
longer terms in Summer. 
_ The Winter term was under the charge of Mr. Arthur W, Dudley. 
a resident of the District, wlio was teacher of the Winter term, two 
years since. He is, without question, to be classed among our able 
and successful teachers. The order and general appearance of the 
school was good, and commendable progress was made in the vari- 
ous branches of study. 


DISTRICT NO. 4._ 


The School has this year been particularly unfortunate. The 
‘Spring term was commenced by Miss J. L. Cram of Kingston, who 
has been a teacher in town Lefore, and who appeared to be going on 
quite successfully, but a failure of health obliged her to relinquish 
the school at the end of the seventn week. 

The Fall term was commenced by Miss M. L. Calef of Kings- 
toh, and with good hope of success. But the whooping cough soon 
became so prevalent in school, that it was thought best to close it at 
the end of the third week, and for the same cause the school could 
not well be reopened before winter. It has not been customary in 
this District to have a Winter term. We hope that the school next 
year will compensate in a measure for the present loss. 

It appears then, that with the few exceptions mentioned above, 
our schools the past year have been prosperous. But let us not be 
so satisfied as not to make efforts for improvement. There is, 
among many of the scholars, too little desire for substantial progress, 
too much impatience at being put to hard study, and thoroughly 
drilled in their lessons. It is essential that parents as well as teach-

ers, instruct the children as to the true design of going to school, as 
being not simply to show decent behavior and manners, thought that 
is of prime importance,—not simply to study enough to pass through 
the daily recitation respectably, but to cultivate and strengthen their 
minds and to acquire knowledge so thoroughly as to be kept in mem- 
ory and made useful in after years. 

It will not be questioned that parents should be in the habit of 
visiting the schools, and by the interest they show in them, encour- 
age both teachers and scholars. Would any one who owned a valu- 
ble farm some miles away, and had hired a man to carry it on, never 
go and visit it, to see for himself how the work was performed. The 
minds of our children afford a more important field of labor than the 
most costly farm. 

Let us remember that this is an age of progress. The general in- 
telligence among our people is in advance of that which prevailed 
among former generations. An education which was once sufficient 
. to fit one for usefulness and respectability in society, is not so now. 
It would be well if more should be done for our schools. A good 
education is better for our children than a rich legacy. Without it, 
they will be in danger of falling behind their more favored associ- 
ations, in a happy and successful life, and in doing faithfully and 
ably the work which God has given them to do in the world.
